The enormous number of copies of Sat- 


urd&j'B, Time* that -were printed and sold 
was almost incredible. Notice had been 
given throughout the week that snob an 
edition would be published, and that 
orders could be sent for any number of 
copies. In response to this there came, 
on Thursday and Friday, a perfect flood 
of orders. Advertisements also poured in, 
until it was impossible to receive more— 
thif, too, at tbe dullest season of the year. 
Letters oame in from all parts of the coun- 
try, especially from the cities and large 
towns.

THE TIMES AMOKQ THE OEKMAN8. 


Or> the cast side of the town, the Jm- 


menao German population had read the 
posters announcing the publication of an 
extra in their tongue. Consequently there 
was a tremendous 1'ueh for it. The Ger- 
man newsboys wero kept busily at work, 
and reaped rich harvests of "stamps." 
There wero several tricks and devices used 
by certain politicians ol the baser sort. 
Some of those purchased great numbers of 
copies, others went around industriously 
to every understrapper whose name is on 
the Tammany pay-roll and set them at 
work among the people, to denounce tbo 
Times. This did not succeed, and orders 
from the newsmen oame in with a greater 
rash than before. One mechanic, n most 
estimable young German, went around to 
a largo number of well-to-do friends, and 
collected enough money to purchase and 
circulate several thousand copies o£ the 
Times in their ward. 


STREET SCENES AKD INCtDEKTa. 


In Wall street the Times wss tho topic 


of iha day. The first wagon that camo 
dowu iw supply the extra demand wassur- 
rouuded at tbe corner of Broad street and 
'cleaned out" of all its etock "in a j;ffj.' 
Tho bulls and bears snatched acd grubbed 
at random. At noon everybody seemed to 
have read tbe paper, and every counting- 
room, bank, lobby and office echoed with 
discussions upon the theme. 


Iu the Gold-room, the Brokers' Boards, 


the Cuatom-houso and all public places, 
the same interest prevailed. Tbo news- 
boys' cries wero heard everywhere: " Ex- 
trey Ttnua\'' "Them Times were BO hot

On Eighth und Ninth avetueu certain 


individuals purchased end tore to tatters 


to give the exact dcte of hii-blrth, but it 
U believed to have taken plsc* lometiiae 
within the present oentnry.' Hi» father 
was a peripatetic merchant, not wholly 
unconnected with a pack, who supplied 
the wanfa*of the women of Vermont M 
far ae calicoes and needles were concerned. 
During his boyhood James was remarkable 
lor that eteodfait love of troth which hai 
characterized his manhood. A gratuitous 
and unprofitable lie his cool spurned with 
loathing. Ha was also a peaceful boy, and 
knowing that a soft answer' ought to tarn 
away wrath, he not only persistently naed 
it in cases of difficulty, but supplemented 
it by judiciocs avoidance of d&ngerouf an- 
tagonists. .He was kind^nd geneioiuto 
the female sex, and waa the peculiar pride 
and delight of all virtuous unmarried la- 
dies of advanced age-?* proud position 
which is still his just boast that he haa al- 
ways continued to occupy. 


On attaining the age of twenty be be- 


came what bra enemies have irreverently 
called a pedler. It it true he traveled 
from-bouse io house to sell the wares 
which he carried upon his back, bntithese 
were Dot the empty vanitea hawked about 
by ordinary pedlar*. Junta 'cold only 
bibles and religion* bock*, and it w»a hie 
favorite parctioe to 'read portions of hie 
peripatetic library to tbe young women 
whom he met. In this way he earned a 
modest living, and did an incalculable 
amount of good. In timr, however, the 
women of New England wearied of relig- 
ious reading, and-pined' for novels and 
physiological workf. James Fisk there- 
upon gave up his bnsinesa as colporteur, 
and going to Boston, assumed tne'name ol 
Jabcz Grimes, and entered upon, B'new 
life in connection with the Seventh' Day 
Baptist ministry. 


Aud here it is time to point ontlhe 


great peculiarity of Mr. Fisk s career—the 
modesty which led him to change his name 
whenever in his varied career he ta« had 
a new opportunity to serve the cause ol 
religion, morality and pstriotira. So ex- 
traordinary a career oould not have'been 
undertaken by a man of such eminent 
abilities and piety without a strong mo- 
tive, end this motive is found in the sin- 
gular and almost morbid modesty of-the 
.man. Men who simply know him under 
his present name of Jamea Fi«k, Jr., little 
know what great things the man has really 
accomplished. These dbeds we shall'now 
for the first time celebrate as they deserve.

For ten yean Mr. Fisk, as tbe 'Kev. 


Jabez Grimes, ministered to the spiritual 
needs of tbe poor of Boston, and his! suc- 
cess as clergyman waa great and eminently 
blessed. He was tbe most popular preacher 
in Boston, and may be said te have almost 
made a corner 'in eoulp, so 'nearly did he 
monopolize the attention of unrepentant 
sinner?. It is probable that'this spiritual 
warfare kindled iu him a military.spirit; 
for, after preaching his tenth annual ser- 
mon, 
end being presented with a dozen 


pairs of appreciative gum shoes by bis ad- 
miring female parishioners, he abruptly 
resigned his charge,'and going to .Europe 
assumed the name of Chrzaanowski,; and 
entered the French army as a gut-lieuten- 
ant. He rose rapidly. At the taking ol 
Constantino he behaved with consummate 
bravery, and lost by a spear thrust bis 
left arm, which was afterward skillfully 
replaced with cork. At the end of the Al- 
gerine war he found himself a general of 
division and a Grand Crone" of tbe Legion 
of Honor. In 1848 he joined the army, ol 
the King of Sardinia, and commanded at 
the battle of Nuvnra/ Here he-was de- 
feated, and thereupon left the army. Oast 
down by this misfortune,be again changed 
his name, and served for a few months aa 
cantiuiere of tbe Forty-first French In- 
fantry.

and he was adored 'by his regiment as the

A Dlodest Hero. 


The literary editor of tho New York

'Fisk, Jr." which has just appeared, takes 
umbrage at the inadequate manner in 
which the work baa beeu done, and un- 
dertakes to do it himself, as lollo-ws : 


Jamas Fink, Jr., was born in Benning- 


ton, Vermont. Owing to tbo unfortunate 
loaa of the family Bible, it is impostiblo

Still be waa not tired of military-glory. 


He next appeared as an officer 'in tbe 
Turkish service daring tbe Crimean war. 
Under tbe name ol Aebmet Pasha he com- 
manded a division of Turks through | the 
war, losing bis left leg at Belgrade and 
his right en at Traktir Bridge. Both of 
these lessen have been skilfully repaired. 
After tho conclusion of peace be was offer- 
ed tbe command-in-ehief of the Turkish 
army, on condition that lie should adopt 
polygamy. The condition', however,,wag 
revolting to a man of Mr. FifkV asceti- 
cism of character, and he promptly refuted 
it. Ha waa thrown into a dungeon, where 
he was kept for seven rears, daily tor- 
mented by the advances of some Georgian 
or Circassian beauty, who inflicted upon. 
him tho tortures undergone by his great 
prototype, St. Antbcny. He, however, 
was superior to every temptation, and'waa 
released ultimately by order of the Sultan, 
who declared that his endurance was tome- 
thing supernatural. 


Returning to America he found the civil 


war just about opening. Enlisting in the 
Fifty-fourth Massachusetts Regiment, hi* 
great military abilities were Boon per- 
ceived. 
He had adopted the name of 


Pbclps, which Boon became familiar as a 
household word. His noble conduct at Ship 
Island is well known to every one. It u 
true that bis persistence in holding prayer- 
meetings among the blacks involved him 
in difficulties with the government, bnt it 
won- him. the admiration of every true 
patriot and philanthropist. He was finally 
forced to resign bis oommittion, bnt he im- 
mediately disguised himself aa a colored 
man, and enlisted as a private in a Missis- 
sippi regiment nnder tbe name of Crosar 
Pompey Smith. 
At Milken's Bend he 


fought nobly, losing his right leg, and in 
tho disastrous retreat of Sturgu his tight 
arm was shot away. Cork, however, still 
proved his faithful friend, and he waa able 
io continue in the army till the close of the 
war, 
losing his right ear and one eve at 


tbe capture of Charleston. 


Tbe war being over, be resumed the 


name of James Fisk, Jr, and embarked in 
financial enterprieea. In response to the 
unanimous invitations oi the English 
stockholders of the Erie road, he assumed 
charge of their interests and also manage- 
ment of the road. Always a reformer, he 
undertook to reform the stage, and repro- 
duce at one of the lineal theatres of the 
city tbe religious spectacles of the middle 
ages. To a certain extent both of then 
undertaking* met with the disapprobation 
«( narrow-minded men. Some few of the 
Brio stockholders found fault with the 
management of the road, and prejudiced 
persons who never entered the theatre had 
tbe presumption to pronounce the Ad*m- 
itic spectacles therein presented asgroasly 
immoral. At the loss ol great sums ol 
money, .however, hi persevered ill hie 
noble efforts. Never forgetting hia minit- 
tcriol experience!!, bo waa constant ia tea- 
son in the effort to load the careless ladie* 
of tbo ballet into tbe paths of true peace 
nod prosperity. Few know what a truly 
missionary work Mr. Fisk has performed 
in his own quiet and uaontcctatious man- 
ner.

Stimulants. 
From Good Health. 


Pure air is a well-known ctimulant, 


though, like light, it would hardly be 
looked upon as such, were we in the city 
not couetantly in. our every -day existence 
iu a certain lack of supply, so that to us, 
and more particularly to those living in 
crowded rooms and streets, • week or two 
in the pure air of tbe country becomes tbe 
moat powerful stimulus to the restoration 
of. health; hence the extreme valus ot 
country hospitals for the reception of thote 
in whom impure air has produced disease, 
ot in whom the shock of an accident or 
surgical operation cannot be recovered 
from without the stimulus of purer air 
than eta be found even in onr well-venti- 
lated city hospitals. 


The sir of elevated regions is more truly 


stimulant, producing ita effect, no doubt, 
by quickening and deepening the respira- 
tion, and hastening tbe circulation of the 
blood through the lunge, brain, and other 
organs. The effect of mountain air is to 
exhilarate tbe spirit?, and induce a feel- 
ing, of buoyancy and strength which i* 
mott pleasniable. 


In ordinary conditions of health, apart 


from any special cell upon the vital ener- 
giet, in persons 
taking a' reasonable 


amount of mental and physical exercise, 
and enjoying an equally reasonable 
amount of rest, there is no actual neces- 
sity for taking stimulant* of any kind; 
but in civilized countries it is so univer- 
sally customary to take stimulants in 
more or less moderate quantities that it u 
now looked upon as a natural habit. 


There is no habit which is so disposed 


to grow upon one as that of drinking. 
Even water drinking, apparently to harm- 
lew, becomes, with some people, a most 
pernicious habit; they cannot exert th«m- 
telvet in any way without drinking water 
—they are regularly in habit of drinking 
many glasses of water daily between 
meals. This habit is an injurious oue; 
it greatly weakens digestive power, has- 
tens waste, and veryprobably tends to 
produce corpulency. Unfortunately, how- 
ever, water drinking is far lew frequent a 
habit than beer drinking, which, in quan- 
tities very far short ot intoxication, ia 
much 
more 
injurious. 
By 
water 


drinking we dilute our tissues, by beer 
drinking we contaminate them! yet how 
very- common it is tc meet with people 
-who 
never miss the opportunity of taking 


a glass of beer—independently of that 
which they take at meal times I When a 
train stops, or a coach changes horses, 
they- rush to tbe counter; at race*, fairs, 
cricket-matches, they take sundry glasses. 
We constantly meet such men; they aro 
what is called temperate, frequently high- 
ly i "ngtrious and intellectual. Tbe phy- 
•i,.an often meets them; they come nnder 
his notice at about middle age, miserable 
hypoohondriEos. suffering from all varie- 
ties of indigestion, gont and liver disor- 
ders ; and would be astonished to know 
that yean have been taken off their lives 
principally by the effect* of a habit they 
have acquired so gradually and regard so 
lightly. 


A still more dangerous habit than the 


last, acquired in the came gradual man- 
ner, and indulged in often with tbe eame 
ignorance oi lie results, is that of taking 
small quantities of spirits, either "neat" or 
with-a little water, at intervals during 
the day—what is vulgarly called "nip- 
ping." - This habit is moot common with 
coach-drivers, hack-men and conductors. 
They are not drunkards, though in too 
many instances they ultimately become so. 


We have often eat by the side of the dri- 


ver of aooach, a merry fellow well known 
all along the road, exchanging a word or 
a joke with every one. Ho stops some five 
or six times in a course of fifteen miles, 
and-usually has a email glaso of epirita 
each time; he commonly calls for a small 
glaas of gin and water cold, with a defiant 
emphasis on the last word, as much as to 
say, 'Tin nono of your fiery liquor drink- 
ers." 
Poor follow 1 he is irremediably 


damaging his health, aa {surely as if ha 
ehoae the most ardent liquor distilled, bnt 
perhaps more slowly. Tbo physician again 
meets these men; they die in hospital* of 
liver «nd kidney diEeases. The immedi- 
ate, or at leaxt the primary, reason for in- 
dulging in this habit is tho faUo idea that 
"it keeps tbe cold out," whereas it baa 
proved over and over again that spirit*, 
though they temporarily cause a sensation 
of warmth, actually lower temperature, 
and hence it is that the unlucky "nipper*" 
have so often to renew their stimulant. 
This habit ia also largely indulged in wo- 
men, and becomes even more fatal to them 
than it does to men. 


We hare too frequently seen the miseriea 


of debasement, disease and untimely death 
brought on by this habit, not to feel a re- 
sponsibility in dealing with the topic. A 
very few words will suffice on the effects of 
alcohol taken in intoxicating quantities. 
Intoxication is a temporary insanity, 
which ia in itself criminal, inasmuch ac it 
ie.volunt»rily induced; hence it is regard- 
ed in law aa no extenuation of crime; it ia 
"a derangement of tbe functions of the 
mind, and, as tbese are in some way con- 
nected with thote of the brain, it teems 
probable that it is by acting on this organ 
that spirit* when taken into tbe stomach 
occasion death." Drunkards often become 


parmit his gum .shoes to tread her floors. 
Tho same foolish malice has cast suspicion 
upon h'S relations with certain prima don- 
nas of hia theatre. The real truth,of the 
matter is that Mr. Fisk simply employed 
their services to aid him in a translation of 
Baxter's "Saints' Kest" into French, m 
work upon which he is still employed. 


Whether as a colporteur, a preacher; a 


soldier, a financier, or a manager,"if. 
Fisk has always been a suocesaiul man. 
Nevertheless he is honorably poor, lien 
of fewer scruples than he pcsseaiea might 
easily have amassed • fortune from'the 
revenues of the Erie road, and from the 
tempting offers of speculation ' in TV»U 
slreot which have been made to him.' He 
livo», 'however, ia a plainly-fnrniahed 
room, op on a mere crust, and the elegant 
carriage in which he sometime* oonsent* 
to drive ii not bit, but U»» property ci » 


seized with a peculiar delirium, called 
delirium tremens, from the nervous agita- 
tion with whioh it ia accompanied. We 
will not pause to describe this terrible 
disease, which often terminates in sudden 
death. 


Numerous oases of epcmtaneous combnsr 


ticn have been placed on record, and aro 
firmly believed in by manj; come have 
even been described with great mioute- 
ne»s; and an eminent Italian physician 
and medical jurist relate* tbe phenomena 
which ocftm in this accident. There is 
no doubt that corpulent spirit, drinkers 
are wnui>*Uy combustible, and might be 
more readily set ou fire than other*; but 
there U no evidence to prove that they 
could ever eatch file spontaneously.

alcohol as a drug in some exhausting dis- 
orders of short duration, from which, by 
keeping the patient alive lot a abort time 
longer, he is enabled to recover, while if 
etifanlanto are withheld, he must die ez- 
baiutcd.before the complaint in it* natural 
coon* baa worked itseU out; bnt we are 
here guided by a definite knowledge of 
the natural course of acute diseases, and 
by alcohol sustain the patient, and, as it 
were, restrain the ravages of the fire with- 
in certain limits compatible with life, until 
it ban burnt itaelf out.

DHYKBXST ISSUES or UNITED STATES 


CBSTB.— We fiad in a recent issue oi Ma- 
son's Coin and Stamp Collector's magitine 
a historical sketch of tha different issues 
or United States cents, from th» establish- 
ment of tbe Government to a recent date. 
It was contributed to this periodical by 
our young friend. Master G. A. Dilling- 


that he is not superficial in bis numis- 
matic studies, but is thorough and exao 
in his knowledge, and in careful pre 
oiaion, as well as propriety of expression 
this article would do credit to aa olde 
head. "The boy is the father of tho man, 
and we expect great things from George 
and so pat the prediction on record fo 
future reference. The essay reads aa to, 
lows in the pages of tho magazine : 


"Since the establishment of tho Unite. 


States Mint, at Philadelphia, in 1783 
there have been eight issues of the Uuite 
States ctuts. 


"On the obverse of the first inane, I 


1793, is tho profile of a head with "Liber 
ty" above and the data beneath. 
On th 


reverse is a circle mado by a chain o 
thirteen links, representing the thirtee 
original States, with "One Cent'' within 
and "United States of America," withon 
the circle. 


"The icoond iieue of the same year con 


sisted of a profile. Also, a liberty aa 
suspended ou a polo, which extended ob 
liquoly across the face of the rain. "Lib 
ert>" above and (ha date below tho beat 
On the reverse is a wreath, aud is other 
wise like the first'issue. This kind o 
reverse was struck with but slight altera 
tions until the sixth issue. Cent, of tb 
first and stoond iwuos weigh 203 grains. 


"-The third issue w&s struck in 1798 


when the weight of the cent was reduce 
to 108 grains, aud consisted of a difforen 
kind of bead, termed fillet, without th 
liberty cap on tho obverse. 


"By the fourth issue, in 1803, the hoai 


was changed, being a different kind, am 
facing to the right, with thirteen star 
around and tbo ditto bruouth it. Oa th 
obverse of the cents of the fifth issue, in 
1816, was a different bead from any o 
former date, but facing tho same way a 
those of the fourth iisue and otherwise thi 
same. 


"Cents of the sixth issue, in 1S56, ar 


composed of 83 per cent, oopper and 12 per 
cent, nickel. On tha obverse ia on o»gl 
with 'United States of Amcriok' above 
tbe date beneath. On the reverse is a 
wreath with 'one cent' 
within the en 


closure. This reverse, with but a sligh 
alteration, is still struck at the mint. 


"By the seventh issue, in 1S59, an In 


dian's head took the place of the eagle 
By the eighth isnu?, in ISUi, tho cint was 
made thinner. 0:hcr\vibe it TT&S like thi 
seventh issue.

What I write I pr 
pose shall be in tho general interest 
and for the general good, aud not to repro 
sent any perso'ns, partisan, or interests, be- 
sides I am informed, in fact, know it to b 
correct, that several of pur best oil opera 
tors (men oi mean?) intend to look fo 
other oil territory to develop, territor 
where they can rofilize a good interest upon 
their investments. When I aay good in 
vestments I do not. mean ton or twelve per 
ofut, interest up the amount they invest 
If that was all, that as hazardous A busi 
ness aa the oil business ever paid. I am o 
tho opinion that there- would not be much 
oil produced, for operators would bo ver; 
scarce. OU interests hero woc'd pay the 
desired interest if thero woro not to man; 
deductions to be insde, which I propose ti 
refer to hereafter. 


Pennsylvania is tha place they propoio 


to go and operate, and take their capita 
and abandon this region as soon as the; 
c&n, without making too great sacrifice 
They have many reasons foe this more 
which, if fully discus*cd would, I fear 
take too much space of your valuable pa 
per. I will only notice a few of tha pnn 
oipal ones: 


1. The royalty hero is toy ranch. 2 


The transportation on oil is too much for 
the distance.. 3. It costs too much to pro- 
duce oil here. Freights im ull that is con 
sumed and used, aud water rate:, all beirir 
very high. There are man; other objec- 
tions which I ahull not attempt to notice 
bore, but will as briefly svs po.bib'.o notice 
th» a,t;>ve and compare them with tbe 
same items in Pennsylvania from the best 
evidence I have been able to cc'leot. 


Tho first itsm, viz: Royalty or tho 


amount of oil paid to liie owner of the 
land will need but a very few words, and 
a comparison with Pennsylvania royalty 
will perhaps bo all that is necessary. The 
standard in Pennsyirsnia is one-fourth. 
If tbe property is in g»eat demacd there 
is sometimes a bonus or ram of money, 
paid to the owners of tho land 
But one- 


fourth of the oil, aa a general thing, is 
only asked; vrhilo here tbera has been two 
thirds asked and given, end I undorstaud 
there 


This branch of research has great 


fascination for mjny minds, and is not 
without intrinsic T*lu*. Th# wiit»r shews

offered by one p^rty for a certain tract oi 
new territory. And n< arly all of tho wells 
hat have been put down thia season have 
wen upon half royalty leases.

itruck have all been email, and tho oil of a 
ight gravity, aud hard to dispose of. This 
one fact, viz: royalty, ia enough to drive 
all of tha operators with capital away, and 
vhen they go all must soou leave. We 
lave an abundance of good, first-class 
abor here,* but it 03innot be retained 
without capital. I venture to ;as-Jert that 
roa can find no locality in the States of 
(Vest Virginia, Ohio or Pennsylvania 
rhere money is so ecarco as in tho West 
Virginia oil regions. Wo have had certain 
seasons in previous years when money was 
scarce, but they were short, Gut this year 
hey eeem to be unlimited. This oan to a 
groat extent be attributed to the thirty, 
sixty aud ninety day system that haa been

himself -Mr.- Hurray, (Turner) came to 
E. F. Williams' hotel, at Cherry Valley ; 
te wished to stop over night; asked the 
andlord what time rapper wanld be ready; 
asked for a barber after rapper; told (he 
andlord he had violated the taw a little by 
selling liquor without license, and did not 
wish to be taken by the'cffiaers, whom he 
md evaded, stating that it was'all spite 
work, and that he wished to get to Oirard 
where ho caid his father lived, and was a 
wealthy man.

Hie girl for assistance, but says the first 
jerson be saw was a man drawing wator, 
and whom he asked for a drink. The man 
complied', and asked the meaning of his 
>eing handcuffed. Turner replied that he 
,ad been arrested for aome offence and had 
escaped from tho officers. Being nnnble 
.o obtain assistance theoe, he proceeded 
till he found another man, who said he 
would 
willingly relieve him of his 


roo*, but had no means of doing 
iO. Turner then journeyed on till he 
crossed the State line, nnd approaching a 
village discovered a boy whom he prevailed 
npon to assist him. Tho boy procured a 
cold chisel and hammer and succeeded in 
chopping the wristlets off. 


Turner stated he would not have return- 


ed towards Titusville but for the reason he 
was 10 closely pursued, and discovered 
that the Pittsburgh detectives had passed 
lim and gone westward. To evade them 
le was obliged to take tbe back track. Ho 
volunteered no further information upon 
the eubject, except that the credit of hii 
capture was entirely duo to Mr. Carmi- 
chael and Mr. Williams, the hotel keep- 
er at Cherry Valley, whu followed him to 
.he Diamond, where he 'waa arrested on 
Honday night.

PUEUJIWAKT TllIATj OP TUB 


STEAM FntB ENGINE "CiTT OF 
VILLB." — The new steam-fire engine City 
of Tituaville received a preliminary and 
unofficial teat at three o'clock yesterday 
afternoon. Tbe engine took up a position 
on the Wafhlngton street bridge over the 
null race below the ParshaU House, and af- 
ter the hose had been adjusted the fire was 
lighted underneath. In nine inmates end 
a half the stoam guage indicated twenty-

to the 


pnmp, ono of 1,200 fee', and the other of

The steam gained rapidly, and

The 
long hose, however, began to blister and 
give indications of bursting, so tbo stream 
was worked through tho short length. 
The nozzles naod were 11-4 inch on, the 
long, and 1 5-10 inch on the short length.

those figures. The power of the stream 
was indicated by stripping the bark from 
a tree about fifty feet distant. Tflo spec- 
tators wore principally composed of our 
most prominent citizen", and all of them 
appeared to consider tho engine very' 
powerful and fully np to their expecta- 
tions. Tho boys also expressed their sat- 
isfaction at its working. The engine is 
class Ko. 2, and weighs 5,700 Ibs., about 
1,500 Ibs. lighter than the Colonel Drake. 
Mr. John Leonard acted as engineer on 
the occasion, under the superintendence 
of Mr. M. R. Clapp, of tho firm of Clapp, 
Jones & Co , manufacturers, of Hudson, 
N. Y. The trial lasted about fra hour, aud 
was simply for the purpose of determin- 
ing that everything was in ordar previous 
to the oflUial trial, whiua will take place 
sometime to-day. 


THE BOILER EXPLOSION ON Cnuucn 


RON. — The boiler explosion which took 
place last Monday morning, on the Daf- 
field, Martin & Snook well, on the Atlan- 
tic and Great Western tract, Church, Run, 
appears to have been the resnL of culpa- 
ble negligence on tho part of tbo proprie- 
tors and the employees. Mr. James Burns, 
of this city, wts pasaing on horseback 
within thirty feet of the boilor when it 
exploded. He was instantly thrown from 
his sent into the bushes by the concussion 
arid partially stunned. Upon recovering 
himself, the horse had disappeared and tbe 
wreck of the»engine house Iny all around 
him. 
The horse was (subsequently recov- 


ered by eome workmen, and brought back 
nnir,jared, nnd 3Ir. Burns considers his 
escape providential and bordering oa tbe 
m:rnculr,u». lie farther informs us that 
one of hij engineers had oceanic n to visit 
tbe well in question, n few days previous 
to the explosion, and found 170 pounds of 
in tho boiler.
